cil; and it is one of o.strangest anomaliog 
we have seen for a “Bill ‘to come out here 
with the senotion of fig Home Govsrament 


and yet to be capablo of being radically 
changed here. His: Excalleney'a ox- 
planation—that ‘had this Bill after agi- 
tating the Colony for somo tima beon 
passed nnd sont Home and disallowed 
there, the result would ba moro unfor- 
tunate than if it was the other way'’— 
is oxtromely feable.. What is tho valuo of 
tho approval of the Colonial Office if the 
Bill mayebe altered at pleasure here; and’ 
if the ulteration is'in a vital part, is not the 
faot of the pravious approval likely to en- 
sure the disnllowanco of tha amonded Bill? 
But wo fool sure that in no. real sense 
of the word has the approval tr sauction of 
the Ovlonial Office beon givon to the Bil; 
and the putting the blame on the Secretary 
of Stato is an attempt to shift the rea- 
pousibility for tho arbitrariness and harah- 
nesd of tha measure, The clause in the 
Bill which declares thot dissentiont lot- 
owners have no claim io compensation is a 
moanifoat attempt at coercion, Blis Excel- 
Joncy soya it is mecossary to havo power to 
prevent injunctions boing taken which 
might cause serious delay to the work, But 
is not tho course he has adopted the surest 
way of inciting dissentients to take out 
these injunctions? The fact of the Ordin- 
ance declaring they have no righta, does 
not abolish their rights ; and 4 dissentient, 
soning that it is proposed to treat him in an 
urbitrary manner, might contest, and we 
think with every chanos of success, the 
point as to whether the work was, really 
fora‘ public purpose.’ If he got judyment 
in his favour, injunction might be piled on 
injunction and the work stopped for 
yeara. If, on tho other hand, the Bill 
recognised the just rights of Marine lot- 
owners, the question as to the work being 
for a ‘public purpose’ would probably 
never bo raisod, and non-consenting lot- 
owners would be content with the award 
made to them by an impartial Court of 
Arbivration, It is evident that the London 
lawyer who drafted the Bill did not know 
tho tarma of the leases held by lot-ownera, 
and tho Secretary of State could never have 
anticipated opposition, elaa ho would never 
have shown even a vayae, provisional ap- 
proval of the Bill. I¢ was the duty there- 
fore of the Governor here to support the 
rights of the minority, whu were placed 
from the first at the disadvantage of not 
having thair side of the question represent- 
ed at Home, while the other side was formi- 
dably supported, 

The dissentienta also auffer owing to the 
fact that thera is really no ono in the Coun. 
cil to support thoir views, The mojority of 
the membera are personally interested on 
the other side ; ard Mr Ryrie scoms to care 
only fur piers or what affvcts the’ Steamboat 
Company, Mr Layton attempted yestor- 
day to put one or two pertinont questions, 
but the Governor mado such. @_{uns.abant 
& point of ordor that Mr Layton, not feeling 
strongly on the matter, had no heart to 
continue the fight, To his question—whe- 
ther declaring the work to be for a ‘ public 
purpose’ did away with the power of Grown 
lessees to dispute this,—he received no 
answer, His Excellency said it could easily 
bo answered, but didnot do 80; and tha Act~ 
ing Attorney General, miaunderstanding 
the question entirely, replied that tho 
Govoramont could not resume any lands, 
but they could resume lands which were 
for the purpose of the Ordinance, 
That, of course, was no reply to the 
question., Mr Ryrio got a little more 
satisfaction with reyard to the com- 
pensation to be allowed, for wharves and 
piers, It is: this quastion that revoals 
strikingly the dual character of the scheme. 
Were the work entirely for a {public :pur- 
pose’ the pier-owners would: have: little 
Jogal right, the Government haying stipu- 
lated that the piers might be resumed at 
‘ny momont. When, however,” itis re- 
wembercd that these picr-owners ba- 
fore constructing their piers recoived 
personal assurances from the agent of 
the Government that the chance of thoir 
being disturbed was a very remote one, and 
that unless some such promise of fixity had 
been given they would nevor hava built the 
piers, it will bo seen that tho ‘assurances of 
the Government, are not worth much and 
that the dissentient Jot-ownors aro per- 
feotly justified in insistivg on their rights 


being recognised in the Bill and noi loft 
to the Governor’s. absolute discretion,. ao 
that he may not be able to turn routid, 
and soy to them also that they are not 
legally ontitled-to a farthing. But, what- 
ever the ordinance imay say to the contrary, 
the Governor. cannot gat behind the fact 
that the work. is mainly fur 8 private pur- 
pose ; consequently, the pier-owners aré to 
be compensated, and apparently Mr Ryrie 
hos satisGied himself that the: compensation 
is to be adequate. : 

With all his talk yesterday, the Governor 
has not improved his position ono iota.

Ho defends it aa if it wore some- 
thing that were being inflicted on the Co- 
fony from Londow, Ho appears to, have 
been hypnotised by some magic influence, 
for he says ho has tho power to change the 
Ordinance as he wills, that he would wish 
it woro otherwiaa drafted, and that not- 
withatanding he will not alter it, The ofa 
consolation that remains to those who din- 
sent from ita torms is that, ad far.as the 
tights of lot-ownera to compensation for 
depreciation ato coworned, the Ordinance 
ia little better than waste paper. :

Tar Chinese Community have cortainly to 
thank Mr Ohator for the able way he has 
championed their cause with roforonce to 
the Building Ordinance, He tad inau- 
merable conferences with Mr Price on the 
subject, and the Governor speaka yeatorday 
of having beon closotted five or six houra 
with him and the Acting Surveyor General 
talking over this matter, The result ia 
that aomo very important concessions have 
beon made, Every ono is desirous that 
the sanitary condition of the Colony should 
bo improved ; and there is no doubt that 
efforts will have to be made and influences 
brought to bear to change certain customs 
of the natives that are nat dompati ble with 
our ideas of sanitation. The process will 
not bean easy ono, and it will’ be incum- 
bent on the Government on many occasions 
to insist firmly on its reforms hotwith- 
standing the opposition of the natives, ‘The 
Breat question of overcrowding, for exam- 
ple, which has yet to be dealt with, will re: 
quire great tact and firmnoas..- But ‘it is 
equally clear, on’ the othor hand, that ‘vio- 
lent attempts. to introduen..Weatorn. .oug-, 
toms would do more ‘harm than’ good: 
His Excvllency hes bean convinced that the 
clauses in tho Building Ordinance relating 
to privies, however good they, might be in 
theory, would not work well in practice~ 
that in fact the native haa not Yet been 
etucated up to privies, and that the attempt 
to force them wholosale on the community 
might load to much greater ovila than are 
sought to be cured. Many -othor conces- 
sions, mostly of » techinical character, have 
been made with a view of legsening the 
Teatrictiona on the building trade. Ono of 
the most important claisea in the ordin- 
Anco related to mezzanine’ floors, which it 
was sought to abolish entirely. .No one 
will defend the ‘sardine box’ arrange- 
ment, for there ‘can’ be’ no doubt that the 
excensive division of the space: betwoan 
floor’ and floor “waa “not only “highly 
objectionable ‘from a sanitary ‘point of 
view, but was extremely fangerous in case 
of fire, A sweeping abolition, however, 
would bea graat hardahip ;.and it has been 
proved to the Governor that there are cases 
in which a mezzanine ‘floor would riot sori. 
ously affect the health or safety of the resi- 
dents,. Tn the cuse ofa shop occupied only 
partially by merchandise, the unoecopied 
space is available for those who may live 
on a mezzauine Hoor between the ahop and 
the floor above, ‘provided ‘of course the 
mezzanine floor does not go from one side 
of the Luilding to.:the other.

treated an a metaber of that Council and 
ana evon asked to presidoas chairman of 
the Police Commission. From the very mo- 
inet I joined I found myself in what T look 
upon as the most pleasant relation in Tife 
crthat of being placed on a footing of per- 
feet equality with my follow citizens. I 
have received the greatest kindness und 
consideration from one Governor after an- 
other, the present Governor not least. 
They have co-operated with mo in 
overything ; my military daties have been 
rend: ed easy ; not only the Governor, but 
tho ¢ omunity hove done their best to re- 
move all reatrictions from the ground 
the military wanted to move over, 
and Kowloon has been made a 
great exercise ground simply by the 
conrideration of the Government in clearing 
ont all the squattera aud making the 
ground available for the troopa, and 
also by the community in backing up 
the government.

the restriction against Chinese emigration 
had aroused is gradually subsiding, now 
that much of the virulence -and animosity 
are to a great extent soothing down, more 
Gispassionata and equable views are taken 
of a question which, considering the Chinese 
interests affected, would have juatified 
much more outery snd more violent pro- 
tests, The passive support given to the 
complaints of the agitators by the Uhinesa 
Government, the outward and skin-deep 
aympathy which the Ubinese authorities 
have with fow exceptions shown throughout 
the last faw munths,-the. fers remonstrances. 
uttered against an arbitrary action set on 
foot fur purely electionecring purposes,’ 
clearly and distinctly tend te prove the 
leaning of the Govornment of China against 
emigration, the apathy that characterises 
its policy so tong as the checked emigration 


doea nut lead to any popular clamour, 
and still mure the ferveitt wish of the 
real fenders of the foreign policy to 
avoid complications with foreign nations 
and t avoid as much ps possible re- 
course to arms for extraneous concerns. 


The Chinese Government is not however 
idle. Diplomacy is freely employed to 
provent the long continuance of an unjust 
measure, argument is brought to bear to 
explain -the advantages derived by the 
Dnited States from the influx and settle- 
ment of Chinese emigrants, and from line

“Tha atten- 
dances at this.§chool has been small and 
very irregular and consoquently tho results 
have beon far from satisfactory, perhaps 
without any foult on the part. of the 
teacher, At Yaumati also Angto-Ohineas 
touching continues, year by year, to drag 
ona sluggish ‘existenco, there being among 
tho villagers still very little appreciation of 
an English education. The Yaumati Schaol 
has, however, a-bettor fature in prospect, 
for the boatmeniand fishermen who hitherto 
constituted the ‘tesidunts of Yaumati, aro 
gradually becoming outnumbered by town 
peoplo and arGzans from Hongkong who 
ara attracted to-Yaumati by the lower rents 
charged’ there for house accommodation. 
Tf this chango iti the character of the popu- 
lation of Yaumati continues, we shall scon 
meet with a rapidly growing appreciation 
for and greater regulanty. of attendsuce at 
the Anglo-Chinose School, The other 
Anglo-Chinese ‘Schools, those at Stanley 
and Wongnaichuyg, and especially the two 
Schools of Wuntesiand Sayingpun are pb- 
sitively over-crowded, and months before 
anew school-year opens, the teachers. of 
tho latter two Schools aro peatered with ap- 
plications for admission which cannot be 
entertained for. want of accommodation. 
‘Tho Anglo-Chinesa Schools of Sayingpun 
aud Wantsai absolutely require enlarging, 
if they are at all to come up to the urgent 
demand, which has sprang up in these loca 
Jities for Anglo-Chinese teaching. It is 
possible, however, that the opening of the 
now Victoria Collego may relieve the pres-

PROGRESS IN THE OHINESH ‘SCHOOLS. 


15. Those -Governmont- Schools -{includ- 
ing the Aided Schools in-the Villages), the 
teaching of which was formerly ,confined to 
giving o purely Chinese education, have 
displayod, in the year;1888, falpraiseworthy 
affort in adding to the atudy. of. the 
Confi Classics also thetiteaching of 
Arithniatio’ss well on Geography: “Only a 
few.achoole, however, ventured: to teach 
the European numerals (which moit ofthe 
teachyts have yet to learn themaelvea). and 
to make the ‘shildron work out duma, in 
writing, according to. European. mothods: 
But Mental Arithmotic, which all these 
Schools now teach with a will, hoa entled 
forth the strongost approbation of” the 
villagers:and is now well established in 
popalar favour, though formerly spoken 
againgt a8 9 forcign innovation. What 
these Schools most needed was the introduc- 
tion of a system of oxamination which ro- 
quires the teacher to bring forward each 
boy, year uftur year, into & highor standard. 
So long aa the education: given in “these 
Schouls was confined to the Chinese. Classica 
in the case of which class-teaching is inap- 
plicable, the progress of individual boys 
could only be measured by the number 
of books committed to memory, and\by 
composition exercises in the case of the 
very.few boys who stay id school for the 
number--of years requiréd. for that. But 
‘now, since Geography teaching and Atith- 
metic have hveu introduced, which subjects 
admit of .clss-teaching, a rele’ has been 
made that avery boy in the Government 
Schvols who hus enterod his third school. 
year iv required to puss, at the Annual 
Examinations, in the following andjects, 
viz. Schoolbook Committee's Firat Reader 
(in addition te memoriter ropeating of Chi- 
nese Classics), Writing from Dictation 20 
churacters from First. Rexder, “Mental 
Atithmetic (Addition and Subtraction), 
Geography (the sighteon Provinces). The 
subjects of the fuutth achool year are now, 
Repeating Chinese Classics, Antithetical 
Sentences, Schoolbeo's Committee's Second 
Render, Writing from Dictation 30 charac- 
ters from the same book, Mental Arith. 
metic (Addition, Subtraction and Multi- 
plication), and Govgraphy (the Ohinese 
Empire.) The subjects of the fifth school 
year (unless the boya are, as uaval in most 
cases, ramuved then to an-Anglo-Ohinese 
School) are Repeating Chinese , Classics, 
Reading and Explaining Schoolbook Com- 
mittoe's Third Reader, Chinese Essay Writ- 
ing, Writing from Dictation 40 characters 
frora the same book, Arithmetic (up to Divi- 
sion), and Geography (thetwohomispheres). 
This arrangement has now brought the 
teaching of the Government Schools into 
conformity with the educational system 
of tha rest of the Colony, and the Aided 
Schools in tho Villagos are also having the 
same systom applied to thom step by step.

16. -Tho Grant-in-Aid Schools in Class I 
have suffered, during tho year 1888, far 
more than any other Class of Schools, from

Though the total of childran enrolled in‘all 
Schools hos increased; individual Schools 
in the. contro of the town havo had: their 
numbers matorially reduced, while Schools 
in'the outakirts of tho town bave profited: 
Bnt. in. almost all. canos. tha evorage: of ro- 
sults, ‘as. ascortained. by the examination, 
has been in ‘rospest of* quality below the 
average of farmer yeara, and tho number of 
children , brought’-uuder examination has 
materially fallen off in the caso uf Schoola 
in. Olass I, being only 1,633.in.the year 
1888, as compared with 1,696 in the year 
1887, although the enrolment was higher. 
I subjoin a comparative Tablo, exhibiting 
the results of the working of. the Reyised 
Grant-in-Aid Scheme of 1883, so farias 
Schools in Class I sre concernod, for whein 
that revision was specially intended.

17. It is evident ‘from’ the . foregoing 


Tables that one aim of the Revision 
of the Scheme-has been partially secured, 
viz, to oncourage * the ° teachers: of 
these purely Chinese Schools.to bring for- 
ward more ehildrén into the higher Stand- 
ards. ‘his has been attained, as-far as 
Standard VI is. concerned, and partially 
also in. the ,case of: Standard V,:in both: of 
which Standards the number of children 
brought , under -examination ,.has pretty 
steadily incronsod from’ year to year. But 
after. all,.to bring only 46 out-of 1,696 
children, or 66 out of 1,633 children into 
these highest Standarda, is not.much ta rev 
joice over. - The movement in dvance, in 
this respect, is principally. due ‘to the Girls” 
Scheols, buys being as.a rulo drafted..off 
into Anglo-Chinese or English Schools after
